At Terrible Cost. 


But this magnificent military organ- 
ézation is maintained at a terrible cost, 
and involves bitter sacrifices on the 
part of the entire population of the 
eountry. The financial cost of the army 
in thé shape of taxation for the main- 
temance of military armaments is the 
amalliest burden in this respect. The 
feal financial sacrifice is involved 
through the withdrawal every year of 
three or four hundred thousand young 
men from productive occupations to 
perve their‘term of compulsory military 
service. Every young,: ablebodied Ger- 
man muet enter the army between his 
eighteenth and twentieth birthday, and 
must serve for a pertod of two years, 
if he belong to an infantry regiment. 
and for @ period of three years if he be 
attached to the artillery, cavairy or 
engineering corps. A small percentage 
of the recruits wtto have enjoyed a col- 
lege education and have passed a dif- 
ficult examination are privileged to 
Umit their period of service to one year. 

The standing army nutnbere close upon 
four hundre@ thousand men, and they 
are all withdrawn ‘from productive oc- 
cupations to be trained for two or three 
véars. and to live during this period on 
the pSblic revenues of the country. The 
sconomic loes to Germany of the com- 
pulsory f@leness of the flower of the 
youthful manhood of the nation is 
enormous and esmnot he expressed in 
figures. 

Apart from the injory inflieted through 
this loss of the life: blood of the na- 
tion there is an enormous sum total] of 
{individua? suffering caused the 
withdrawal of hundrede of thousands 
ef young men from their chosen 0oc- 
cupatiins “in life. Many young men 
just as they have‘entéred upon a career 
end have made a promising start are 
Cragged out of their positions to un- 
dergo their period,.of compulsory ser- 
vice in the army.

If there were compensating advant- 
tages in the German millitary System *t 
would be possible to view ali these 
disadvantages with some degree 0! 
equanimity. But the German military 
system is based on a ferocious disciplt- 
rary system that brutalizes the soldiel's 
and degrades them into automat fight- 
ing machines, without training tneir 
intelligence or elevating their. moral 
character. From the moment the young 
soldier enters the barracks to undergo 
his term of service to the moment he 
doffs his uniform to fesume his civilian 
ocupation, he is literally a_ée§ Slave, 
bound under terrible penalties to obey 
all the commands.of his superiors and 
exposed to punishments of savage se- 
verity should he ‘swerve in the least 
degree from the path of unquestionable 
obedience. 


Systematic Cruelty. 


No efforts are spared to conceal tha 
systematic cruelty practiced by the of- 
ficers and non-commissioned officers of 
the German army to inspire the com- 
mon soldiers under their command with 
the necessary fear of their power, 
and the desired obedience to command. 
From time to time astonishing details 
of the methods of maintaining discipline 


leak Out into public and send a thrill+ 


of horrow through the ranks of the 
German nation. 

Sometimes these details emanate from 
members of socialist reichstag, some- 
times from from socialist newspapers 
whose editors are ever on the alert to 
expose abuses of this kind. There is 
one paper in Bertin, the Volks-Zeitung. 
which makes a regular practice of 
publishing monthly lists of convictions 
ef officers and non-commmissioned of- 
ficers of charges. of cruelty to the sub- 
ordinates, and thege lists with their 
dry details and statistical facts throw 
a flood of light on the real] character 
of German miltarism. Some of the 
recent cages of systematic cruelty to 
— are worthy of closer examina- 

on . a 

A courtmartial which sat at Braudenz 
sentenced Sergeant Zeuhlke, ve the 
Tenth Company of Infantry Regiment, 
No. 129, to degradation from the ran« 
as non-commissioned officer, and 
serve one year’s imprisonment for sy 
tematic cruelty to soldiers. The evt- 
dence taken in this trial yieKded the 
proofs that Sergeant Zuehlke had been 
guilty of 5817 cases of cruelty to his 
subordinates during a period of eight 
months. Corporal Leibig was sentenced 
to six weeks’ imprisonment for aiding 
and abettting .Zvehike, and Corporal 
Mahlke to four weeks’ detention for 
the same offense. 

All the details of tne acts of cruelty 
perpetrated by Zeuhlke came out in t.'6 
course of trial. Ut was shown by 
sworn evidence that it was his custom 
to go round in the early morning and 
thrash the soldiers with a heavy leather 
whip as they lay in bed to stimulate 
their speed in jumping up and dressing. 
He seemed to derive pleasure from heat- 
ing tueir, bare bodies until the blood 
flowed and they were disfigured by 
gaping wounds He varied the early 
morning thrashing byyjumping on thé 
bodies and stomping on the prostrate 
soldiers with his hea cavair¢ knee 
boots. Occastonally he would introduce 
another element of yariety by pouring 
@ pail of icy cold water on the heads of 
the sleeping soldiers, 

During the military.exercises which 
tne soldiers had to perform every .morn- 
ing, Zuehlke made use of his whip, his 
heavy boots, the buft end of a rifie, the 
sheath his sword and the flat edge 
of‘his sWord to chastise his unfortunate 
subordinates. It was proved that in not 
less than ejghteen cases ‘se compelled 
soldiers to stand close to a heated 
stove In their heavy winter overcoats 
until they fainted from the effects of the 
overpowering heat. In one case he 
broke three. ribs of a soldier he knocked 
down and kicked as he lay prostrate on 
the ground. Witness after witness ap- 
peared to testify to’ same revolting 
details, ‘and the same systematic pleas- 
ure in torturing his subordinates... Tie 
court-martial ruled that: 617 individual 
‘cases of cruelty were proved within 
ight months, and added that all the 
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evidence given tended to show. that 
Zehlike had been practising the same 
savage atrocities during the \previous 
ten years of his career as a noncommis- 
sioned officer. 


Appalling Cases. 


The cases of cruelty which are brougut 
before the public notice are in truth 
appalling, but there is no dowbt . what- 
ever that for every case that is discov- 
ered and punished, there are dozens and 
scores of cases that remain unknown 
except to the perpetrators and theit 
helpless victims. Again and again sol- 
diers who, after long months of suffer- 
ings, ave in despair appéaled for pro- 
tection against their superiors, have 
been asf{ed why they did not report 
these cruelties once, and in every case 
the reply is given that “they feared to 
do so.” The German military system 
crushes the soul and saps the self-re- 
spect of the soldier. He becomes in- 
spired with such fear of his superiors 
and with suah blind acquiescence in the 
whole system that he gvill suffer these 
cruélties silently and without complaint, 
rather than boldly tell the truth about 
the’treatment meted out to him. 

The Zuehike case is unfortunately 
typical... The official returns - presented 
to the reichstag toward the end of the 
last session stated that during the 
twelve months ending in Mareh, 1908. 
eighteen officerg and three hundred and 
eighty noncommissioned officers were 
sentenced bY courts-martial for cruel 
treatment of their subordinates, and the 
evidence given at all these trials re- 
vealed more than 10,000 individual cases 
of maltreatment. 

There is an amazing variety about the 
acts of cruelty perpetrated on German 
Soldiers. Their tormentors seem to have 
resorted to every posstble practice that 
can hurt the soldfer morally or physi- 
cally. The mediaeval instruments of 
torture employed in the dark ages can- 
not have inflicted “Ore acute suffer- 
ing on their victims than these under- 
gone by the sol#ery of the German 
empire in the twentieth century. Prac- 
tieally all’ the desertions from the Ger- 
man army are brought about by cruel-

In 
the magnificent’ cavairy charges, of 
which the kafser is especially proud 
end which he delights to show to his 
distinguished guests, there are always 
a number: of soldiers unhorsed. over- 
ridden and crushed to death under the 
hoofs of hundreds of horses following 
them. Other soldiers are plerced by the 
fixed lances of their comrades, and sent 
in this way to a premature grave.

When the - infantry regiments mak 
marvelous forced marches, which sane 
onstrate their. magnificent power of 
endurance to all the world, scores of 
soldiers fall by the wayside in utter ex- 
haustion, unable to carry out the 
onerous task imposed wpon them. In 
large numbers of cases these unfortu- 
nate warriors return home with per- 
manent defects of e heart, or other 
llinesses acquired during the arduous 
exertions of the kaiser’s mimic wars, In 
order that realistic conditions of war 
may observed, the troops bivouac 
at night without re for cold and 
wet, and many thousands of German 
men can trace permanent rhewmiatic 
troubles and other iforms of disease to 
the effects of these exposures to the 
Migorous climate of north Germany. 

No official statistics are available, 
and such figures as are given cannot 
be complete, becauge as many accidents 
as possible are hushed up by the at» 
It is known, however. that 
1904 the* killed in the maneuvers 
red 10 and the wounded (i. e., 
injGred enough to be sent to the 
hospitais} over 1,000.

Dead Against Duelling. 


It is only a few weeks since his high- 
ness took the vows.

Four of his children are in convents; 
one is a poor sister of charity of St. 
Francisca of Aachen, other is in @ 
lonely convent among the Mountains of 
Bohemia, a third tsin a Hungarian con- 
vent of the strictest rule, and a fourth 
is a Benedictine nun at Ryde, in the 
Isle of Wight.

Port Elizabeth, 1906.--(Special Corre 
spondence.)—This is. the chief ostrich 
featner port ofthe world. The finest 
plumes which decorate the hate of our 
American beauties are faised in Cape 
Colony, 
of them were sent from Fort Biliza- 
heth to the United States last year. The 
most of the ostrich featherg used by 
man are now raised on theefarms of 
Cape Colony. There ts something itke 
400.000 birds engaged in tne business, 
and they produced more than 4a million 
pounds of feathers ‘last year. Those 
feathers sold for more than $7,000,000, 
bringing from $10 to $150 per pound. 

A Big Feather Market. 


The chief ostrich feather market As 
Port Elizabeth. The feathers are sent 
in by the farmers and country mer- 
chants and are sold here at auctions, 
which are ueld every two weeks. They 
are carefully packed in boxes and sealed 
before shipment, 
li¢ensed agents who sort them and sell 
on a commission of 2% per cent. The 
porting is done at so much per pound. 

The auction sales here are held in 
what is known as the feather ware- 
house. Thig covers more than an acre, 
and it consists of a great room filled 
with trestic-work. tables. Upon tnese 
tables the feathers are laid out in lots, 
and the feather buyers from ali parts 
of the world look over them and bid on 
-@ach jot as it is put up for sale. Some-

Scientific Ostrich Rearing. 


The business of ostrich raising is fast 
becoming a science. The goverrpment 
here is interested in it, and it has all 
sorts of laws to protect the farmers. 
There is a government veterinary sur- 
geon at Port Elizabeth, who spends all 
his time studying ostrich diseases. There 
is an ostrich breeding association, and 
this has a stud book, tn which tae pedi- 
grees of thé most noted birds are laid 
down, There are certain farmers who 
have so improved their stock that their 
ostrich chickg will bring from $500 to 
$1,000 apiece, and certain cock birds will 
sell for $5,000 or more. Thére ig a man 
named Evans whose ostriches stand very 
higo. He imported a Barbary cock some 
twenty-five years ago, and bred her to 
a fine’ native hen. Gince then he has 
steadily tmproved his breed. The ostrich 
farmet, pay great attention to the study 
of the feathers, watching the birds 
which produce the best, and crossing 
them with others, trying to bring about 
a combination which will yield the finest 
and most valuable plumes. There are 
certain localities which produce better 


atatitiectines _— ~— a 


feathers than others. ‘The Oudtshoorn 
feather. for instance, reaches twenty- 
nine and one-half inches in length, toe 
Graff-Reinet measures about twenty-~ 
three inches and the Middleburg is about 
twenty-two. The latter feathefs are 4 
little pit better than the Oudtshoorn, as 
to certain points, but ali are especially 
fine. 
Kept Like Fine Stoek. 

Within the past few years there has 
been a great caange in ostrich farming. 
A mweneration or go ago nearly all our 
feathers came from wild birds, They 
were often captured in pitfalls. Then 
along about fifty years ago some young 
ostriches were tamed by a South Afri- 
can and ostrich breeding began. As far 
back as 1865 there were only eighty 
tame ostriches in the world. A few 
years later the custom of hatching the 
egg¢ in incubators’ began and in 1875 
the number of tame birdg here had in- 
creased to over 20,000. Still later came 
the great ostrica boom, and in i882 
the feathers were sold at $20 and up- 
ward a pound, and people came from 
everywhere to South Africa to engage 
in the business of producing them. At 
that time the average price of a pair of 
birds was $975, and some sold for $4,000 
and more. Only about half as many 
ostrich feathers were then exported as 
now, and they sold for more than 
$5,000,000. 

As the business increased the fanmers 
learned how to raise ostriones on 1é¢ss 
and less land. At the start the birds 
were allowed to run in camps of from 
2,000 to 3,000 acres, and twenty acres 
was allowed for each. This is still the

Fed on Alfalfa. 


Tt has been recently found that a 
gZreat deal of money can be made in 
ralsing ostriches on alfalfa or lucern, 
and especially so where that crop can 
be raised on irrigated lands. I have es- 
timates showing that five ostriches have 
been kept in this way on one acre, and 
that they have ylelded feathers to the 
amount of $26 or $36 per ostrich p?r 
year. This means that one acre of 
land brings in something like $160 or 
more pér anum, and that from fiftr 
acres a man.can nmtake from $6,000. to 
$82,000 per year. 

On all such farms the ostriches are 
kept in small fields. The usual pad- 
dock is An acre with a wire fence about 
it, and the fields are separated by 
paths 3 feet or more wide to prevert 
the birds lighting and kicking Ohe an- 
other. Two birds, a cock and a hen, ave 
rept In each paddock, and one acre of 
alfalfa amply suffices for their grazing 
the year around. Some of the farmers 
cut and stack the crop and then feed 
it to the ostriches when other food I< 
shcrt, and some let the birds graze. Al- 
faifa-fed birds have glossier featheis 
than those fed upon wild grass an‘ 
bristles. Their quills are heavier and 
they welgh more. They also breed 
easily, and for this reason are not so 
much liked by the dealers as the plumes 
of the birds from the veldt. Irrigated 
lend suitable for ostriches is fast in- 
creasing in value: IT am told that tue 
best now brings $1,000 per acre. 

Wild Ostriches, 

During my stay In Afrioa I have seen 
many wild ostriches. There are some 
in the Sahara. They live along the 
torders of the desért, and one some- 
times sees the ostriches, with wings 
cutstretched, swimming through the 
air, over the sand. I saw a few in the 
Sudan, and in Omdurman was able to 
buy the choicest of white plumes from 
the wild birds at about $62 apiece. 
There are many ostriches in Sritish 
Best Africa and Somaliland. Al) along 
the Uganda railroad, from the Indian 
ocean to Lake Victoria, they may be 
seen feeding upon the high pleins. 1 
understand that thefe are some in 
the Kalihart desert.

Down here in South Africa wild birds 
may not be caught, hunted or shot, and 
the man who takes wild Ostrich eggs 
from any of the crown lands without 
a license is subject to a fine of $100. 
Thé same penalty is attached to hunt- 
ing or wounding a wild bird upon prit- 
vate lands without the Owmer’s con- 
sent. 

Egyptian Ostriches,. 


During my stay in Bgypt I visited a 
largé ostrich farm néar Cairo. It has 
something like 2,000 Wirds, and the 
feathers ate largely retailed to tour- 
ists. The farm lies on the edge of the 
desert not far from Heliopolis, where

Breeding Ostriches on the Karpo. 


The most of the farmers of South 
Africa now use incubators, but many 
jet the birds hatch their‘own eggs, and 


on nearly all thé large farme you may 


sce ge great creatures sitting on the 
nesie which they have dug out of the 
sand. The breeding seagon begins ih 
June and laste umtil the end of Sep- 
temiber, but if the birds are weld fed 
they will continue to breed ali the year 
round. Aes the time for bréeding ap- 
proaches the breeders aré camped off 
in. pairs, a field of six acres or less 
The 
fields are often separated by double 
fences, as the cock ostriches are very 
jealous when their mistresses are jay- 
ing, and they will fight one amother, 
and often break their dege in their at- 
tempts to kick through the wires. 

The oock always picks out the place 
for the nest. He then kmeels down on 
his breast bone and kicks out a round 
dish-shaped hollow in the sand. When 
it is fixed to hip satisfaction he coaxes 
the hen ostrich to it and gives he¥ in- 
structions to lay. If sattefied she gocs 
to work and lays one egg every other 
day for about twenty days. She miay 
then take a rest, and begin to lay 
again, keeping on until she has jaid 
forty or more. 
hag enough she begins to get. and here 
the ok] ovck comes agein on the job. 
He sets om thé eggs fully hadf of the 
time, and, as a rule, takes chargé of 
them at night. If the hen stays off too 
long he grows angry and drives her 
back to the nest. At the end of forty- 
two days the eggs are ready for hatch- 
ing and the chicks begin to kick their 
In this the oock often as- 
siate them by breaking the shells with 
his breast bone and the farmers some- 
times go from nest to nest and- gently 
tap or crack the shells, that the chicks 
may break them apart. 

The chicks, when first boro, are dear 
little things with feathers of the downy 
pature of a chicken fust hatched. They 
are as big as a full-grown hen, and 
seem to be all eyes and neck They 
waddle about like Httle ducklings, and 
are very delicate. Here in South Africa 
they are often kept away from. their 
parents at night, being placed in pack- 
ing cases which ae floored with dfy 
Sand and covered with bagging. After 
they are two or three months old they 
ate allowed to sleep together on the 
floor of a warm room, and after ex 
months they can rtm about and will 
stam almost as much cold ag the ald 
birds. They grow tig as a turkey, and 
at seven or nine months their first 
picking begins, 

Plucking the Feathers. 


Harvesting the ostrich feathers goes 
by the general name of plucking, This 
gives one the idea that the plumes are 
pulled out. This is not so. Such treat- 
ment would cause great pain and injure 
the birds. The process should be called 
clipping or cutting, for the quills are 
snipped off with shears; and this causes 
the ostriches just about as much pain 
as shearing does sheep. The first 
feathers of a chick bring ut littl more 
than $2; ut after that the plumes tm- 
prove right along, and it is not uncom- 


mon for a grown bird to yield over $100 


worth in one year. 

The-eutting of the feathers ig done 
every eight or nine months. The piwmes 
from the wings and the tails of the fp!l- 
grown male birds, are the most valu- 
able, and # makes a great difference in 
their value as to bow the feathers are 
cut. There are twenty-five long 
white plumes on each wing of a cock. 
The rest of the feathers are black on 
the male and drab or grayish on the 
female, In addition there are smaller 


feathers known a# the ostrich tips and

Gift Scholarship Committee 


MRS. WEY URGED 
STUDENTS’ AID 


No paper read at the recent meeting 
of the State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs in Valdosta was more interest- 
ing than that of Mrs. H. B. Wey, who 
set forth the needs of the student 
aid committee and the work coming 
thereunder. 

In part she said: 

“The work rightly considered and 
broadly undertaken, the committee 
stands ready to vouch for the _  far- 
reaching results of being able to offer 
prompt ang substantial aid to young 
women in Georgia who are seeking an 
education. 

“If you inquire at any school of - prom- 
inence you will learn how frequent are 
the calls from girls wanting a chance. 

“Professor Branson, of Athens, wrote 
Mrs. Park only last week of four girls 
for whom he can do nothing now. The 
available schoOlarshbps are s00on eéx- 
Nausted. Similar calls come to many 
or you, so that it has become evident 
that there should be united, concen- 
trated effort to secure as soon as pos- 
sible a large and permanent fund, care- 
fully controlled and wisely disbursed, 
with which to meet these calls for aid. 
“For the accumulation of such a fund 
this committee has been created. It 
should have at once $6,000, secured 
through gifts (Uarge and small) and 
through annual pledges. We wish to 
extend the interest and consequent ac- 
cumulation of the fund just as rapidly 
as possible, and for this purpose hope 
t+ organize ranch commblttees in towns 
throughout the —_— state, particularly 
where there are federated clubs. 

“First. Any person subscribing § an- 
nually not less than $10 becomes a sus- 
taining member. 

“Second. Any person subscribing an- 
nually not less than $5 becomes an as- 
Sociate member. 

“Third. Any person donating $100 or 
more becomes a life member. 

“If you will confer with us in person 
or by letter as to our plans for organ- 
ization and work, we will try to con- 
vince yOu that we are not going at this 
in.a haphazard fashion: that this fund 
is to be considered a trust fund, cared 
for by men trustees, and will not be 
paid out to irresponsible giris. The 
most careful investigation will precede 
any final action. All applicants must 
be in goog health and show good rea- 
son why they seek aid. The money will 
be loaned, and when paid back will 
be returned to the original fund. 
“Also please bear in ming two facts: 
First, that there exists {n Georgia at 
present no permanent fund which pro- 
vides for the education of girls; second, 
that it is much easier to secure help 
for a boy than for a girl. 

“With the constitutional provision and 
protection which you have granted, we 
feel that we have the right basis for 
work and can proceed with greater se- | 
curity and efficiency.

Corn 
and oats prices closed easy, but pro- 
visions were steady. 

The wheat market opened firm, with 
prices a shade to |-4@3-8c higher. There 
‘was a good demand in evidence by com- 
mission houses, but offerings during the 
first part of the day were meager, 
which resulted in a further slight ad- 
vance in all deliveries. The demand 
was based mainly on a decided falling 
off in the movement, especially in the 
northwest. News received today re- 
garding the Argentine crop was of a 
contradictory character, and seemed to 
have litthe effect on the local market. 
Weather conditions in this country had 
a bearish influence late in the session. 
Itains were reported in the southwest, 
and the official prediction was for more 
rain tonight and tomorrow in many 
sections of the winter wheat belt. Of- 
ferings were more liberal during the 
final fifteen minutes, and prices declined 
about I-2c from the high point of the 
day. The close was easy, with prices @ 
shade higher to shade lower, fina!

In his "*G‘ided Age’ he 
describes life on the steamboats of the 
Mississippi river in so vivid a styie 
and colored it so’picturesquely that a 
person who rides on a river steamboat 
in this day is apt to think that much 
of the glory of river life has passé@d 
away. Buta ride ona steamboat down 
the Alabama river is at this very time 
one of the most delightfully enjoyable 
trips that the tourist can make. The 
romance of the river is mot dead; the 
deck hands still sing their queer 
songs; the old plantation lanfiings still 
dot the bends; the ever-changing 
ecenery presents a beautiful panorama 
that never ceases to charm the eye. 

On the “City of Mobfie.” 


I took a “B. & G.” first-class 
packet, the “City of Mobile,”’ at Selma, 
Ala. “B. & G.” ids the appellation for a 
great company, the Birmingham and 
Gulf Railway and Navigation Company, 
which, with $15,000,000 capital, intends 
to do much to solve the transportation 
problem for Alabama. This company 
owns eight steamers which ply the 
Tombigbee and Alabama rivers. It is 
building an_ electric railroad from 
Gadsden through Birmingham to Tus- 
ea2ioosa. to connect with a line of 
heats and barges. Its purpose is to 
connect the mineral districts of Ala- 
hama with the gulf. through the War- 
rior river. whiea empties into. the 
Tombigbee. Tt will transport coal, 
coke, pig iron and its manufactured 
products, it expects to do a tremendous 
husiness in the transportation of ce- 
ment. a vast lot of which abounds on 
the Warrior river. The company pre- 
poses to expend the $15,000,000 by us- 
ing the waterways of Alabama for two

This company is actually negotiating 
to purchase. Dauphin island with its 
3.000 acres, with a view of establishing 
there a coaling station so that Mobile 
can claim a fair share of the business 
of the Panama canal. With its electric 
railways. its waterways on three rivers, 
and its ikland of the gulf of Mexico, it 
will find for Alabama the markets of 
the world ang make of Mebile the 
pride and glory of the nation’s har- 
bors. 

Mobile is already beginning to feel 
the result of such opening up of the 
waterways; she has grown more in the 
past ten years than during any similar 
period of her history; she is building 
thé finest -hotel south of New York,

What Waterways Will Do. 


I was impresseqg with one thing and 
that was such a wse of Alabama's 
waterways cannot fail to prove one of 
the greatest developing agencies for all 
sections of the state and adjoining 
States, but there is one thing that must 
be done-—men with capital are ready, 
the boats and barges are ready, nature 
is ready with her treasures, but the 
rivers must be improved by the govern- 


ment. Much is being done in this way 
and a great deal remains yet to be done. 
Locks have been built on theTom- 
bigbee river and government boats ar 
at work dredging and cleaning it out. 
On the Alabama no locks have yet been 
constructed; the government boats us- 
ing all of the small appropriation to 
cut channejs through sand bars ana to 
remove snags. 

In a dis¢ussion of this waterway 
question that hag recently attracted the 
attention of the business men of tre 
country, this one great point must not 
be overlooked: There is no lack of 
waier. -I was on the Alabama river 
when it was as low as it ever gets to 
be,‘and yet there was plenty of water, 
but it was not properly utilized, that is, 
the volume of water was sufficient and 
ail the heavily-laden boats could be 
floated at any season provided artificial 
means were used to confiné the water 
in the proper channel.

The statistics compiled for the annual report of Georgia’s comptroller { 
state’s

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Georgia's wealth has increased $4,000,000 since last year. While this is 
& gain, it is an inconsiderable one in the light of the figures of past re. 

A year ago the total property of the state\had incrbased $72,000,000 a 
compared with the preceding year. 


The year before that the increase was $50,000,000, and in 1905 the in- 
crease over 1004 was $47,000,000. Thus for the past several years the state 
has advanced by leaps and bounds. 

The small increase of this year is, of course, attributable chiefly to the 
influence of the panic. 

But here comes the interesting anomaly. The panic seriously affected 
only the valuation of railroad property. The railroads this year are re- 
quired to pay taxes on a total valuation less by $4,000,000 than that of 
|last year. 

.. Other classes of property, on the other hand. increased by $8,000.000. 
Thus the reduction in the valuation of railroad property, as fixed by arbitra. 
tion, brings the mores increase in the state’s taxable wealth down to 
$4,000,000. ; 

There is a slight falling off in the value of other classes of property, 
but returns made to the comptroller general show that the farmers gave in 


their property as worth more than last year: so did the property holders 


in the small towns and in the cities.

Missionary Movement ever helg will 
©eonvene in this city this week, opening 
on Thursday night with a banquet at 
the Aragon hotel. 

This movement is attracting wide- 
spread attention among church-going 
as well as non-church-going people. 


men who are grappling 
of world-wide evangelization. 

Although but two years old, being or- 
gBanized by representative business 
men in New York city November 15, 
i906, it has already become intesgna- 
tional in its scope. Not only has it 
aroused the men of the United States, 
but has gripped the men of the 
churches in Canada as no other move- 
ment in this generation. It has fired 
the imagination and the zeal and the 
organizing power of the laymen of 
England ang in Scotland. In botl of 
these countries there is. now an ag- 
gressive campaign projected along the 
same lines as the movement in America. 

The Laymen’s Missionary Moven ant 
is primarily educational, believing taat 
when men are Informed the money “for 
mission work will easily be forthci.m- 
ing. One feature of the movement 
which has particularly appealed to men 
is their plan of sending business men 
at their own charges to visit foreign 
countries for the purpose of thoroughly 
investigating the work now done. Mr. 
William T. Ellis, newspaper correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press, whose ar- 
ticles appeared two years ago, has per- 
haps given most widespread notice of 
this investigating policy. He traveled 
teng of thousands of miles, interviewed 
thousands of missionaries, officials, and 
asserts that missions is a ‘‘man's job,” 
not one for women ang children alone. 

Since the movement was organized 
there have been some remarkable mis- 
stonary gatherings of men. Over a 
thousand men of the northern Presby- 
terian church assembled at Omaha in’ 
February, 1!907, to consider their part‘ 
in the Christian world conquest. A con- 
vention of 1,685 delegates convened in 
Philadelphia last February for the 
same purpose. The Southern Metho- 
dists assembleg a thousand strong in 
Chattanooga last April to plan for an 
advance movement. The Southern Pres- 
byterian church is contemplating a 
meeting of similar scope for Birming- 
ham February 16-18 next year. 

Perhaps most noteworthy of all was 
the meeting held in Carnegie hall Apri! 
20 last, when over 4,000 men heard 
Secretary Taft speak on missionary 
work in the far east. 

The meeting to be held ifn this city is 
' the first of a series of state-wide meet- 
ings which is planned to cover the 
whole country. The attendance prom- 
ises to be large and representative. 
Commissioners have already been 
named by church bodies throughout the 
state. 

The dinner at the Aragon hotel on 
Thursday evening will mark the formal 
opening of the meeting. Ex-Governor 
W._J. Northen w'!)l preside and after- 
dinner addresses will be made by J. 
Campbeliton White, of New York, on 
“Our Share of the World,” and by Rev. 
James I. Vance, D.D., of Newark, N. J. 

Beginning Friday morning and con- 
tinuing through Saturday night, three 
daily sessions will be pore in the First 
Baptist church. 

On Sunday spat: at the regular 
church service hour, the pulpits of the 
various churches of the city will be 
filleg by the visiting speakers, who will 
deliver missionary addresses and touch 
upon the work of the movement. 

At 3 o'clock Sunday afternoon a mass 
meeting for men only will be held in 
the Bijou theater. The theme for this 
eas will be “The Call of Gvod—to 

en.” 

At 7:30 o’clock in the First Baptist 
church the farewell mass meeting for 
men and women will be conducted by 
J. Campbellton White. The important 
business of the meeting will be trans- 
acted during Friday and Saturday, but 
definite programs for these sessions 
have not yet been announced.

Savannah, Ga., November 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Hon. W. W. Osborne, in a strik- 
ing interview given out today, heartily 
commends the plan recently advocated 
by Mr. Lawrence by which the south 
would remain out of future democratic | 
national conventions, name her presi- 
dential electors by legislative action, 
and by an independent attitude,attempt 
to compel recognition of her just de- 
mands. 

Mr. Osborne, after declaring that the 
south {s politically ostracized and with- 
out force in the national councils of 
of the 
He

that of Ireland before the advent of 
Parnell, and insists that only by adopt- 
constfuction, freedom 


in the nation. 

Answering a critic of the Lawrence 
idea, Mr. Osborne refutes the charge of 
sectionalism in connection with the new 
plan, and declares it would not be pos- 
sible for the south to be more sectional 
than she !{s today and has been for 
forty years. 

He says only a severing of entangling 
aWiances with the national democratic 
party can bring her recognition as a 
factor in national politics. In that 
event, her political affiHations will be 
dictated by economic rather than seC7 
tional reasons. 


Independence the Remedy. 


He adverts to an allusion that the 
south would duplicate the experience of 
Ireland under the Lawrence pian, and 
“declared political independence and 
concert of action was productive of a 
genuine reform in Ireland, not possible 
after a hundred years of earnest ap 


peal.” 

In the course of his interview Mr. Os- 
borne says: 

“Governor Patterson, of Tennessee, in 
@ speech recently delivered in Memphis, 
declared: Commercially and _ socially 
we are united with all other sections of 
the union. Politically the south is an 
outcast.’ | 

‘That this is true, no man denies. 
The distinguished southerner could 
have gone further. He could thave said 
that the south is not only a political 
Outcast, but that for more than forty 
years by force of circumstances she has 
been held in political slavery, mavaclied 
hand and fobt—a helpless subject for 
kick, jeer and taunt. 

“Every southern democrat recognizes 
this deplorable condition, smarts with a 
sense of shame, and to the depth of his 
very soul is earnestly praying for some- 
body to suggest something that will 
promise him release from his political 
degradation. Thus far, but two sugges- 
tions have been offered to the people of 
the south as means of escape from our 
humiliating position. 


The Lawrence Plan. 


“The first suggestion is the Lawrence 
plan. jt calls for a withdrawal by the 
south from participation in future na- 
tianal democratic conventions. It pro- 
vides for a maintenance of state demo- 
cratic organizations to insure Anglo- 
Saxon supremacy and an honest, pro- 
gressive local government. In national 
politics we are to maintain strictly an 
attitude of nonpartisanship, acting on 
each proposition impartially and with 
those whose policies seem to us to be 
patriotic and to give the greater prom- 
ise of national advancement. 

“The second suggestion is that the 
south take charge of national democ- 
racy and undertake to lead her back 
into the path of political righteousness 
from which she has confessedly strayed, 

“I maintain the first suggestion is 
feasible, and that the second suggestion, 
under existing conditions, is impracti- 
cal; yea, in the light of tae past, im- 
possible. 

‘To put the Lawrence plan into execu- 
tion all that is necessary is for the dem- 
ocrats of the south to make their decla- 
ration of political independence. Make 
it now. Proclaim their patriotic inten- 
tion of being guided henceforth in al! po- 
litical associations by reason, freed 
from tae fetters of prejudices of the 
past. Statutory enactments by the gen- 
eral assemblies of the respective south- 
ern states, providing for the selection 
of uninstructed electors, at times subse- 
quent to the holding of national conven- 
tions, will amount to such declaration 
of independence and will put the Law- 
rence plan into operation. That the plan 
can be made a success is a matter of 
discussion later in this article. I am 
now arguing its entire feasibility. 
Whether it will effect its purpose will, 
I confess, depend largely upon the wis- 
dom and patriotism of our leaders. It 
can pe made effective. Its success or 
nonsuccess will be the real test of 
southern statesmanship. 


Forty Years of Failure. 


“As to the second suggestion: Can the 
south take charge of nationa) democ- 
racy? Whoever essays the task must 
commence discouraged by the knowledge 
that for forty years southern demo- 
crats have been striving to do that very 
thing, and so far treir earnest endeav- 
ors of nearly a half a century have all 
resulted in dead, flat, dismal failures. 

“How ig this much desired end to D 
accomplished? Who of all our wise men 
can suggest some practical method of 
procedure whereby we may sponge out 
more than four decades of failures? 

“Recently a distinguished, but con- 
servative, democrat gave us the benefit 
of his views upon this all-important 
topic.

While an experienced 
and seasoned player, and weak in no 
single department of the game, It must 
be recognized that McClure has about 
the best head for a quarter on his 
shoulders of any man Playing the po- 
sition this year. Expertence, coolness 
and judgment are needed here in this 
man, and this position more than any 
Other on the team, and these McClure 
has. And that is why he gets the place 
—especially as he is strongly built an4 
puts up a strong game at the position 
all around. Morrison, of Vanderbilt, is 
probably next most valuable. 

Brown, of Sewanee, is very fast and a 
tough little customer, but is not as yet 
thoroughly seasoned. 

The Half Backs. 


Here, now, is where we come to the 
best part of our team, and where w* 
are compelled to say a few nice tnings 
at least to a few men. Again, it is a 
case of having seen still better halves, 
but tRe point for special gratification 
is that quite.a number of the best haif 
backs of the year have become such 
only by reason of having shown won- 
Gerful improvement over their ‘07 
form. Such has been fhe course of 
events in the cases of Leach of Ten- 
nessee, Pratt of Alabama, Knox of Mis- 
sissippi, and Williams of Vanderbilt. 
These four men have all marvelously 
develo;ed. Hardage, of Auburn, %& 
right in their class, and, I presume, isa 
brand-new man, as he was not on the 
Auburn team liast year, and if in college 
lest vear and a scrub then his rapid 
rise to fame is even mofe remarkable. 
beeause more unexpected; he had fur- 
ther to come from in order to get here. 

Unfortunately Lanier seems not 
have been up to his ‘07 mark this year. 
No one can deny thet he-has played 
good ball, but his last season’s form 
wae something to dilate and expand 
vpon. He is not up to that fogm, and 
that is all that can be said. 

Parrish, of Tech, is as good a defen- 
vive helf as any playing in the south, 
and he is a mighty good man on the 
Offense, too.

fere? Another is how can be tackle? Or 
how can he buck? And so regretfully 
we put Hardage by for another year to 
season up. : 

But, Leach. Yes, Leach has come out 
wonderfully, and is quite the best half 
back of the year. Not necessarily tne 
best’ in every department, but take him 
all. around, he is the'most valuable. He 
has grown heavier and faater at the 
same time. He‘can now buck and run 
ends, can catch end punt excellently, 
can stiff arm and drop kick to a fintsh, 
and is one of the hardest and surest 
gacklers in Dixie. He is a very hard 
and earnest worker es well, and would 
make an excellent captain for the all- 
southern. He has captained the Ten- 
nessee team wit. great credit to him- 
self and done much to bring success to 
his team. Leach is it! 

That other half has given Mr. Rice 
and myself much trouble, and we came 
to no decision without a deal of think- 
ing and inquiry. Hardage'’s case has 
been discussed and to some extent La- 
nier's. Davis. of Tech, has been taken 
out of the discussion by consideration 
of him as a tackle. (But that still isn’t 
getting rid of Williams, of Vanderbilt, 
nor of Pratt, of Alabama Willlame is 
particularly strong on defense and at 
times nas done heavy execution on of- 
fense. Still, he hardly runs fast enough 
as yet for an all-southern man, and his 
play has not as yet acquired consjstency. 
fin amother year he also will come peril- 
ously near it. 

Pratt. of Alabama, is a very satis- 
factory half back. He runs, bucks and 
tackles well. and in addition is a good 
kicker and receives a lot of the forward 
passes for his team. But while indis- 
putably strong in all departments of the 
position, he is not quite good enough as 
yet in them to rank ae an all-southern 
player. Another year for him alse. 

Well, then, who is the man? He's 
Knox, of Mississippi. This fellow weighs 
178 stripped and plays football first, last 
and all the time like a house a-fire in 
a Kansas cyclone. He simply ripped 
Vanderbilt's line to pieces, umaided, and 
did about as much on the defense. 
What's more, it wasn't mere-flesh in 
the pan, for the plays tnat way all the 
time. The Mississippi team is not so 
strong as a team, but Frank Kyle hag 
taught the men some things about foot- 
ball. Knox seems to have profited by 
his instruction more than any other man 
on the team, the result being that he is 
always in the game, either as a runner, 
interferer, tackler or a bright and shin- 
ing ght in some other capacity. Play- 
ng on a stronger team he wéuld be able 
to da still better. There is little dowbt 
of his deserving.the place. 

Fall Back Between Two Men. 


Full back is another one of those po- 
| sitions where it is or at least should be 
easy to make a selection, for the reason 
that there are not manv really good 
ones out thie year. The trouble is that 
the few best are very equally matched, 
and it is ‘hard to choose as between 
these few. McCollum, of Tennessee, and 
Markley, of Bewanee, are perhaps the 
best of the year, though Robbs, of Clem- 
son, is a first rate man, in spite of his 
having been crippled half of the season. 
Penton, of Auburn, is another very good 
man: he has real football stuff in him) 
Ridley, of Tech, is as fine a fine punter 
as one is apt to encounter in a full 
month of travel, even during the fail, 
and when it comes to forward passing 
there is not another man in the entire 
south that is even in his class. He is 
undoubtedly thie very best passér the 
south has ever had. Unfortunately his 
defensive play is not yet up to the e 
standard; and he is too light for heavy 
\or effective bucking. His interferepce 
and hélping game are éxcellent.

Awtul Force of Explosion.

Portions of at least 
two other bodies were blown from the 
shaft and were found in the field. near 
by. The ventHating fans were put out 
of commission by thé explosion, and for 
several hours no air could be forced 
into the mines. Immediately following 
the explosion a dense volume of smoke 
issued from the shafts, but ceased a 
short time afterwards. 

Rescue work ‘was immediately started, 
but it was impossible to gain entrance 
to the mine for a long time. The open- 
ing ~up-of the shaft ‘was the only .solu- 
tion and for this task there "were vol- 
unteers*in numbers.

The noise of the explosiion was an 
Ominous sound to all the people of the 
little town and they hurried to the 
scene, each seeking a loved one, and 
most of them learning that that loved 
one was down in the workings and in 
all probability dead oor dying. The 
scenes were pitiful. Many of the women 
were hysterical’ and their shrieks and 
cries were heart-rending. Others were 
silent in their grief, but in their drawn 
faces could be read the awful agony 
they were enduring. 

The cause of the explosion has not 
been determined. Iwo theories are en- 
tertained. One is that a pocket of gas 
was struck by one of tne miners, quick- 
ly filling the workings and then fgnit- 
ing from a lamp. The-other theory is 
that gas from a well on the Fulton 
farm, under which the mine is located, 
penetrated the, workings. The land in 
the vicinity is said to be gaseous, and it 
is possible that gas may have seeped 
through tae coal stratum until it ac- 
cumulated in sufficient volume to causé 
the disaster. 

New Mining Town. 


Marianna, the scene of today’s dis- 
aster, is a new mining town in Wash- 
ington county, Pennsylvania, foriy 
miles south of this city. It was laid 
out and built up by the Pittsburg-Butf- 
faio Coal Company, with a view to mak- 
ing it a model town in every respect. 
Every modefn device and feature that 
could »e found in the mines of foreign 
countries to provide tor the safety and 
comfort of the miners were adopted. 
An exceptionally good class of miners 
was secured for the new workings, 
many of thém being either Americans or 
English-speaking men. 
One Man Found Alive. 


The slight hope that any of the en- 
tombed miners wotid ‘be rescued alive 
was strengthened shortly before mid- 
night when Peter Arnold, an American 
miner, was brought to the surface from 
the Rachel shaft, suffering only a little 
from his terrible experience.

That Is Way Matter Is Viewed in 
Diplomatic Circles — Independ- 
ence of China Guaranteed by 
Agreement and Status

Washington, D. C., November 26.— 
Cordial support of, and systematic 
concurrence ‘in, the ends sought 
to be obtained by Japan and 
the United. States in. the-agreement 
respecting China and the Pacific. has 
been given by some, and it is believed 
will be given by all the nations of 
Europe, having interest'in that’ sec- 
tion of the world. That it should re- 
celve the unanimous endorsement of 
every progressive nation was the senti- 


tives behind it are declared to’ maxe 
for the good of all countries. Its influ- 
ence in maintaining the statue quo in 
the Pacific and the independence of 
China is pointed out to be of the high- 
est importance, which makes the agree- 
ment second to but few that have been 
recorded in the later pages of the 
world’s history. 
State Department Reticent. 


The reticence of the state depart- 
ment on the subject permitted but com- 
paratively little to become public 
about the negotiations and this was 
confined to the announcement there 
would be a restatement of the posi- 
tions of both countries regarding Chna. 
That~the two countries ever contem- 
plated going as far ag they have was 
never dreamed of, even by the most 
Sanguine of those who favorei a 
closer understanding in support of 
Chinese territorial integrity. That ihe 
negotiations have progressed 19 ihe 
point of actual signattre of the agree- 
ment marks diplomatic officials assert. 
a decided step in the gradual solution 
of the eastern question. 

The American government has fully 
sounded the nations of the world hav- 
ing interests in Asia as to their atti- 
tude on the subject of the new agrTree- 
ment. That all will heartily assent to 
the principles involved is not fur a 
moment doubted, anid so far as was 
ascertained today to of them ulreiady 
have indicated their sincere Sympathy 
with the proposition for an agreeuient 
and have voiced the sentiment that it 
will contribute in a marked degree to 
& continuation of peace in th Far 
Fast. The principles forming the’ basis 
of the agréement were sent to the 
American ambassadorg and ministers 
accredited to the countries who have 
aligned themselves in support of the 
“open door,” with instructions to lay 
them before the respective govern- 
ments. “Replies already have been re- 
ceived from some of them. These prin- 
ciples are in exact accord with those 
stated in the Associated Press dis- 
patches. 

Agreement on Text. 


All that remains to be done, there- 
fore, is tc agree on the text incorpotat- 
ing these principles. This work has 
made splendid progress, and it . was 
Stated at the state department today 
that. in «all probability the agreement 
would soon be made public. 

Baron Takahira, the Japanese am- 
bassador, called at the state depart- 
ment today and remained for © some 
time in conference with Acting Secre- 
tary Bacon. 

The agreement is the culmination of 
a long line of conventions, treaties 
and understandings befween the two 
countries dating back to the controe 
versy over the Japanese schoo} ques- 
tion in Sah Francisco. That was set- 
tled amicably. Later there was a copy- 
right trade-mark convention: an arb{- 
tration treaty; a prompt answer to an 
invitation by Japan to participate in 
the Tokio exposition, and last of all the 
visit of the battleship. fleet, the rapia 
succession of which events, in the 
minds of the state department of- 
ficials, has but tended to strengthen the 
good feeling between the two nations 
which fs now vitalized by ‘what some 
think amounts practically to an’ al- 
lilance.

PRACTICALLY AN ALLIANCE 


That Is Way Matter Is Viewed in 
Diplomatic Circles — Independ- 
ence of China Guaranteed by 
Agreement and Status 

: Quo in Pacific.

Washington, D. C.. November 26.— 
Cordial support of, and systematic 
concurrence in, the ends sought 
to be obtained by Japan and 
the United. States in. the-agreement 
respecting China aml the Pacific. has 
been given by some, and it is believed 
will be given by all the nations of 
Europe, having interest in that’ sec- 
tion of the world. That it should re- 
celve the unanimous endorsement of 
every progressive nation was the senti- 
ment expressed today because the mo- 
tives behind it are declared to’ maxe 
for the good of all countries. Its influ- 
ence in maintaining the statue quo in 
the Pacific and the independence of 
China is pointed out to be of the high- 
est importance, which makes the agree- 
ment second to but few that have been 
recorded in the later pages of the 
world’s history. 

State Department Reticent. 


The reticence of the state depart- 
ment on the subject permitted but com- 
paratively little to become public 
about the negotiations and this was 
confined to the announcement there 
would be a restatement of the posi- 
tions of both countries regarding Chna. 
That~the two countries ever contem- 
plated going as far as they have was 
never dreamed of, even by the most 
sanguine of those who favorei a 
closer understanding in support of 
Chinese territorial integrity. That the 
negotiations have progressed t5 the 
point of actual signature of the agree- 
ment marks, diplomatic officials assert. 
a decided step in the gradual solution 
of the eastern question. 

The American government has fully 
sounded the nations of the world hav- 
ing interests in Asia as to their att{- 
tude on the subject of the new agTree- 
ment. That all will heartily assent to 
the principles involved is not fur a 
moment doubted, and so far as was 
ascertained today to of them already 
have indicated their sincere Sympathy 
with the proposition for an agreeuent 
and have voiced the sentiment that it 
will contribute in a marked degree to 
a continuation of peace in th Far 
Fast. The principles forming the’ basis 
of the agréement were sent to the 
American ambassadorg and ministers 
accredited to the countries who have 
aligned themselves in support of the 
“open door,” with instructions to lay 
them before the respective govern- 
ments. Replies already have been re- 
ceived from some of them. These prin- 
ciples are in exact accord with those 
stated in the Associated Press dis- 
patches. 

Agreement on Text. 


All that remains to be done, there- 
fore, is to agree on the text incorpotat- 
ing these principles. This work has 
made splendid progress, and it . was 
Stated at the state department today 
that in all probability the agreement 
would soon be made public. 

Baron Takahira, the Japanese am- 
bassador, called at the state depart- 
ment today and remained for © some 
time in conference with Acting Secre- 
tary Bacon. 

The agreement is the culmination of 
a long line of conventions, treaties 
and understandings between the two 
countries dating back to the controe 
versy over the Japanese ‘school ques- 
tion in Sah Francisco. That was get- 
tled amicably. Later there was a copy- 
right trade-mark convention: an arb{- 
tration treaty; a prompt answer to an 
invitation by Japan to participate in 
the Tokio exposition, and last of all the 
visit of the battleship. fleet, the rapia 
succession of which events, in the 
minds of the state. department  of- 
ficials, has but tended to strengthen the 
good feeling between the two nations 
which !s now vitalized by ‘what some 
think amounts practically to an al- 
liance.

“We feel that an order revoking all 
these permits for night paradés might 
be construed throughout the state and 
country as a reflection upon our city 
and its citizenship. We firmly believe 
that all of our people have the inter- 
est of Atlanta at hgart and would not 
wantonly or intentionally cause such 
disorder as to reffect upon the good 
name of our city.
